AMBROSE JONES

Ambrose Jones, the ancestor of 
the Jones family of Morgan 
county, Kentucky was bom in 
Virginia August 10, 1756, died in 
Morgan county June 12, 1833. He 
married Martha Craig, bom Au¬ 
gust 10, 1766, died in Morgan 
county October 22, 1849. They 
were married in Linville Parish 
Bapti.st church, Greenbrier coun¬ 
ty, Virginia, now West Virginia, 
December 30, 1784 by Rev. John 
Alderson. At that time marriage 
licenses were not issued as they 
are today. A couple planning to 
be married, could either post a 
bond for fifty pounds or announce 
their intention of marriage for 
three consecutive Sundays in 
their church. Ambrose and Mar¬ 
tha announced their intention for 
three consecutive Sundays. They 
were among the earliest arrivals 
in Eastern Kentucky, although 
the exact date of their coming 
has not been established. Their 
son, John Jones was born in 
Kentucky in 1793. 

Ambrose Jones was one of ihe 
early Baptist preachers. He was 
a member of the South Fork 
^aptist church at Malone, Mor- 
^An county, Ky. and his name is 
Kgned to many of the entries in 
the minute books of that church. 
He was ordained as a minister in 
1811. The following is from the 
minute books: * 

Second Saturday August, 1811 
“The church took up the re^r- 
ence as to the ordination of 
Brother Ambrose Jones to the 
work of the ministry and pro-

Ezel school plans to open for 
the 1953-54 school year Monday 
morning, August 31. All new 
students as well as all returning 
students arc urged to enroll on 
that day. 

The school buses will travel 
approximately the same schedule 
as on previous years and the day’s 
program will begin at 8:05 a.m. 

To Operate 4th Bus 

This year a fourth school bus 
will help to relieve the crowded 
school buses. At least one new 
road will be reached by bus 
which was not reached before and 
over twenty children will be 
saved a long walk each day. The 
complete bus schedule will be 
worked out after the enrollment 
for the year has been established. 

Because of the crowded con¬ 
dition of the Ezel grade rooms no 
new elementary students will be 
enrolled except those who live in 
communities already served by 
the Ezel elementary school. It 
may be necessary to make some 
adjustments even with these if 
rooms are as crowded as during 
the two previous years. 

Improvements Made 

Several improvements were 
made in the school plant during 
the summer months. All floors 
of the school were thoroughly 
cleaned and refinished and new 
asphalt tile floors were laid in 
the first grade room and the 
school lunch room. The campus, 
also, was kept mowed all sum¬ 
mer and some of the buildings 
given a fresh coat of white paint 
to make the campus an attractive 
place for community and school.

OVERCOMING OB.STACLES IN LIFE 
A great many things come to the minister; it 
may be in the home, in the hospital room, on the 
street, or in his own house or his own study. 
These things are continually coming to him be¬ 
cause of his position with people. People are in 
trouble, people need help, 
> people are seeking some- 

body to do it, and some 
r ^ limes some of us wliom the 

■ Lord has blessed have been 

able to help in difficulties. 
I I want to talk to you 

\ about some of the difficul- 

ties that we as human be- 
ings necessarily and 

must face, and what we do 
m about them certainly is of 
great importance. Just the 
other day a lady came to talk with me. She was 
in her early forties but did not look her age. She 
sat down and calmly and deliberately told me 
her stor>-. It was an interesting story and yet 
sad. She was one of those women endowed with 
a great deal of determination and physical 
strength. She married at the age of 16. knowing 
nothing about what she was getting into. She 
was brought up in a home where things were 
very temperate, and yet she married a man whom 
she knew was a drunkard and she said she did 
not realize what it meant. She stayed with him 
for a number of years and to this marriage rela¬ 
tionship were born six children. During all that 
time she toiled and worked, bore these children, 
supported them and also supported her husband. 
Finally she got a divorce from him. The min¬ 
ister asked her if he was giving her compensation 
and she said, “No, I do not want any. If a man 
leaves me he is gone and that is all there is to it. 
I am taking care of my children and I will con¬ 
tinue to do it.” 

Well, this is one of those problems that come 
to people. I asked her in the course of the 
continued conversation what kept her going in 
the face of all these difficulties, and today sup¬ 
porting the children and working about twelve 
hours a day. She said, “Hope is the only thing 
that is left. I just keep hoping that something 
will develop and things will be better.” That is 
what keeps most of us going in the face of a lot 
of our difficulties, and when hope dies the battle 
for life generally dies with it. 

In facing these things that you and I face we 
all have some difficulties with our own indi¬ 
vidual selves and really I am talking to you 
about some of those things that we have to face 
within ourselves because some of our problems, 
if we look for them, will be found right there. 
Now this woman of whom I speak certainly was 
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not wise; she did not do anything very wisely; 
she just Ifept on doing the thing that she should 
not have kept up. And we do that about things 
within our own selves, especially some of those 
frustrations and fears and phobias that are 
within us. The question naturally comes, "What 
can we do about these things that are disturbing 
us in our inner selves?” First. ,what are they? 
What is the first thing that you would put on 
top of the inner disturbances that confuse and 
disturb your life and the life of those about you? 

I do not know what you would list first but 
I would think that either fears or some of the 
relative relationships would be about the biggest 
problem that most people have. However, they 
may come out of many different complexes. Too, 
there arise jealousies which come often in a 
young life down in the early age which if de¬ 
veloped and allowed to remain there may be the 
source in the teen age of going astray to delin¬ 
quency and other terrible things. If it goes 
beyond that without having something done 
about this complex in adult life it will be a dis¬ 
turbing factor in the home and perhaps will be 
sufficient to break the entire happiness of the 
home life. These things are not born within us. 
they are brought there, they are developd w’ithin 
at times when people were not conscious. Parents 
were not conscious of it happening, neither were 
the children conscious that it was doing to them 
what it was doing. 

Greediness is also sometimes developed in 
children and that is always brought about. I 
said not long ago to a greup to whom I was 
speaking that in the children’s life if there are 
disturbances the first place to look for the cause 
of that would be in the life of the home, the life 
of the parents. It is so easy for us to lay the 
balme on these disturbing factors growing in the 
life of our own children to others and thereby 
overlook the real cause of the trouble. This being 
true then we are going to ask this question. What 
are we going to do if these things are in us? I am 
going to suggest to you three things and to me 
the first one is the most important of all; that is 
a perfect understanding yourself of the fact of 
the existence of the disturbance. There is a 
story told in the New Testament by the Lord 
Himself about the Prodigal Son. You remember 
that He told about his going away and leaving 
his father's house and spending everything he 
had in riotous living and went to the bottom, 
even down to the hogpen, and one striking thing 
was said about this Prodigal Son—that he came 
to himself. Now we are not conscious often of 
the meaning of coming to one’s self. That means 
seeing the facts for yourself. If that can never 
happen to us, if that never happens, these inner 
conditions will never be relieved. If we cannot 
find out for ourselves and confess it to ourselves 
that they are there then we are not going to be 
very successful about curing them.

Williams and Samuel Hammon as 
helpers.” 

The early Baptist churches in 
Eastern Kentucky were members 
of North District Association that 
embraced all the churches east 
of Kentucky River. Due to the 
difficulty of traveling long dis¬ 
tances to the meetings of the as¬ 
sociation, the eastern Kentucky 
churches formed their own asso¬ 
ciation in 1814. Ambrose Jones 
was one of the preachers who 
helped brii^ this about and the 
new organization was called the 
Burning Springs Association. 

Ambrose Jones fought in the 
Revolution. He enlisted in Au¬ 
gusta county, Virginia sometim* 
in the year 1777 for three years. 
He was with Washington at Val¬ 
ley Forge during the winter of 
1778, when, due to an incompe¬ 
tent Quartermaster General, the 
soldiers were left without ade¬ 
quate food, clothing or shelter 
and as a consequence, many died 
of cold and starvation. Rev. Am¬ 
brose Jones’ military record 
shows that he was among the 
sick at Valley Forge in April of 
1778. Later he was taken prison¬ 
er at the siege of Charleston, 
South Carolina, made his escape 
and reached home eighteen days 
bfore the expiration of his en¬ 
listment. 

Ten children were born to Am¬ 
brose and Martha Craig Jones. 
William, Priscilla. Nancy, Jienny, 
John, Richard, Barbery, Sinthy, 
James and Ambrose, Jr. 

John Jones, son of Ambrose and 
Martha, bom in Kentucky in 
1793, married in Morgan county, 
Sarah Cols in 1831. They had 
eight children. .Alvin, Letitha. 
Marion, Gardner, Mason, Dial, 
Pauline and Mary J. 

Pauline Jones, daughter of John 
and Sarah Cole Jones, married 
John Franklin. For their descen- 
denas see the Hammon family 
history which will be carried in 
the Courier.
